A Chapter of Facetiw,

A writer in the North Diritish Leview, dis-
coursing of “Facetis,”’ brings together some
comical stories, old and new.

An example of the blunders or absurdities

which excite laughter, arising rather from a
vonfusion of words than of ideas, is afforded
by the paragraph in the Irish newspapers an-
nouncing, *‘with much pleasure,” that on
such a day ‘“‘Lady Lad publicly re-
nounced the errors of the Church of Rome for
these of the Church of England.”” The penny-
a-liner had merely forgotten that his ante-
cedent to these was “‘errors’ and not *‘doc-
trines.”’
A ludicrous clags of failures are those of
which **Mrs. Slipslop,'' in '“Joseph Adrews,"
and “*Mrs, Malaprop,” in Z%e Rivals, supply us
with the richest or most finished examples.
The attempts of ignorant persons to nse fine
or peculinr words, and their unconscions sub-
stitution of others having quite a different
meaning or character, never fail to amuse.
Take as specimens the old lady who in windy
weather observed that the ante-nuptial gales
geemed to be coming earlier than usual; the
wonld-be connoissenr who spoke of a picture
of the Venus Anno Domini; the military vete-
ran who was for always taking time by the
Jireloek; and the nabob who told a ragged
school the fable of the hare aud the tortoise,
and exhorted them thence to persoverance, s
the likeliest means of bringing thewm first to the
gaol.

AR OLD JOKE I¥ A NEW DRESE,

Some readers muay remember the amnse-
ment afforded by the late Sir William Allan's
story of the minister and the cuddie, which
most of us, in the days when he told it, be-
lieved to be of Scotch extraction. It happens,
however, to be a véry old joke, not traceable,
perhaps, to classical times, but a_great favorite
and standing jest against the clergy from the
middle ages downwards. The general idea,
or u5 we may call it, the algebraic expression
of the incident, seems to be this:—'“Vanity
when fiching for praise, catohes nothing but
mortification.”” A monk, chanter, or preacher,
while exercizing his fanction with a stentorian
power of voloe, is flattered to see 1n the church
anelderly female in tears, and apparently much
affected by his performance. On afterwards
asking the cause of her emotion, he finds it
ariges from the likeness bLetween his voive
and that of an ass or ‘‘ouddie’’ which she or
her husband had lately lost, We meet with
this story in Boneriug, a German writer of
metrical fables in the fourteenth cventury, in
whose collection it ocours us No. 582, under the
title,=**Von einem Pfaffen und von einem
Esel.? We meet with it again in Poggie's
“Facetiw® in the fifteenth century, under the
title, “*Concionatoris asinina vox." Bul we
may notice, as proving the superior art with
which Poggio tells a story, that in Bonerins
we are informed from the frst of the reason of
the woman's demeanor, while in Poggio the
explanation is reserved to be equally a sur-
prige to the reader as it is a disappointment to
the inquirer. Itis to be found repeated in
half-a-dozen other writers, in all forms—in
Latin and in French verse, as well as in French
and Italian prose,

THE WISDOM OF FOOLE,

The enjoyment that proceeds from the ab

gurdities of weaklings and fools has always
had a recognived place, though not one of &
very high order, in the range of merriment.
The sight of those who have the beard and
body of a man with the intellect of a baby,
produces great mirth and satisfaction to the
vulgar mind. Clowns and court-fools and
slowe-coaches of all kinds, and still more, per-
haps, absent men, please ns by the absurd dis-
crepany between what they do and what they
ought to do, and perhaps think they are
doing. It is in tlis department ef the comic
that there seems most foundation for the
theory of Hobbes, *‘that the passion of laugh-
ter is nothing else but sudden glory arising
from somwe sudden conception of some emi-
penoy in ourselves by comparison with the
infirmity of others; or with our own formerly;
for men laugh at the follies of themselves past
where they come suddenly to remembrance,
exoept they bring with thom any present dis-
honor.,” We always thought that of the in-
numerable Londoners who lasughed at *‘Lord
Dundreary,” a large proportion did so with
inoreased heartiness from the comfortable
conviction that here was at least one *'fellow
to whom they were intellectually superior.

But there is another mnd better way in

which fools and simpletons beeome & gource of
amusement, and that i8 by the unexpected
displays which they sometimes make of wit,
spirits, or ingenuity for which one gave them
no credit, and, in partioular, by their snceess-
ful retorts npon assailants who had looked
upon them &5 an easy prey. This latent and
fitful power of turning round upon a too confi-
dent adversary was a well-known charaoter-
fstic and esgential ingredient in the character
of the court jester, who, amid the sccentrioi-
ties of an unsettled and ill-regulated intelleot,
was often more knave than lool. The flashes
of sense and cleverness that thus camse ont
were all the more striking from the Funuml
darkness and dullness which they enlivanad,
and they always command that sympathy
which we so readily bestow upon the weak,
when they get the better of the strong or
insolent,

Bome of the sayings or answers asoribed to
fools are very good. We think it was Wil
Somers, Henry the Eighth's jester, who said of
Wolkey, against whom he had a grudge, that
if he was made Pope it wonld be a great boon;
“for that Peter, the first Pope, being a fisher-
wan, had ordered people to eat fish in Lent for
the good of the trade, but that Wolsey, bﬂl“ﬁ
a butcher's son, would be all for butoher meat.’
We know well the revenge that poor Archie
Amltmmk upon Archbis Laud, who
had forbi h.imtnnmk of such magnates,
but conld not prevent from uyiag, as his

'pniuto od, an

lnforemu, VWilreat
ttle Laud to the devil"” It is reported o

more than one court fool, and others of
Triboulet, the fool of Praneis I, that when
told by his soveraign that if a certain courtisr
beat him to death, as he threatened, bie would

hang him the kowr after, bhia regquest wan that
his sty would rather do 80 the hour be/bre,

The earlicst French fool on record seéms to
have been one named Jean, at the conrt of
Charles the Simple, of whom Dr. Doran tells
ns some avecdotes, ““This good fallow's in-
fluence was so imu, that Charles once re-
marked to him he thought they had better
change places, As Jean did not look wall
Ell-llmfd at the proposal, Charles asked him if

o were not content at the idea of belug a king.
'Oly, content enough,' was the roply, ‘bat I
ghould be exeeedingly ashamed at having such
a fool.' It was thid fool that onos tried his
mauster's nerves by rushing into his room one
morning, with the exclama:ion, ‘Oh, sire, such
news | four thousand men have risen in the
gity." "What!' oried the startled kiog, ‘with
what intention have they risen ' ‘Waell,’' said
Jean, placing his finger on his nose, ‘probably
with the intention of lying down again at bed-
time.*

One of the best examples of this kind of un-
looked-for sagacity oocurs in the story in
Rabelais, where a cook, seeking to charge a
porter for eating & crust of bread to the ao-
companiment of the savor that eame from hia
kitchen, the dispute is referred to a poor fool
who is passing, and who, after gravely hear-
ing the parties, decided that the cook shall be
paid for the smell of his shop with the chink of
the porter’s money.
